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Bermag celebrates twenty years

Detail, precision, and quality work 
are all key elements when developing 
specialty, aluminum casting parts, 
especially when those parts are 
prototypes. For the last 20 years, first 
as Bermag Corporation under Andrew 
Bujtas. Then as Bermag Industries 
beginning on August 29, 2005 under 
Jamie Madding. 

Bujtas, for 12 years, and Madding 
for the last eight years, have put their 
faith in and have relied on hardworking 
individuals from Hickman and Fulton 
County to produce these automotive 
related prototypes, and parts for large 
compressors, air craft simulators, 
and electronics parts. All of this very 
precise and detailed work is performed 
right here in Hickman on Union City 
Highway. 

Most of Bermag’s production is 
shipped outside of a 150-mile radius 
of Hickman. Their product is shipped 
mostly to St. Louis, Mo., Florida, the 
Carolinas and even Oregon, drawing 
from customers who are engineering 
groups designing prototypes for 
companies. 

“Ours is a very manual process. 
Everything we do is small quantity,” 
explained Madding. “We do not mass 
produce. We focus on low quantity and 
prototyping.” Customers are located in a 
variety of different locations throughout 
the United States and Bermag’s name 
has become synonymous with high 
end quality, which has helped carry 
the company through some tough 
economic times.

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made the business decision to relocate 
his foundry from Fairfield, New Jersey, 
after 10 years. Most of his family, 
where the name Bermag originated 
from, stayed behind, but Bujtas brought 
the name with him. His wife, Ann, did 
the books, all without a computer. 

“I once asked Andy where the name 
Bermag came from and he explained it 
to me,” stated Madding. “It is actually 
an acronym of his family’s names. The 
B is from Andy’s last name Bujtas and 
then the next five letters are the first 
initials of his children, Endre, Ronnie 
Mark, Adrian, and Geza.” 

Bujtas’ decision, based on business 
factors like most privately owned 
companies, correlated with lowering his 
overhead, earning tax incentives, and 
being in close proximity to his largest 
customer, Ingersoll Rand. Ingersoll 


Rand, formerly had a plant located in 
Mayfield, Ky., has since closed that 
branch, but Bermag continues to supply 
them with parts, shipping them to their 
North Carolina plant. 

After a few years as Bujtas was 
approaching retirement age, he decided 
it was time to start looking for someone 
to mold into the next leader. He needed 
someone who wasn’t afraid to get down 
and dirty, someone who was interested 
in this line of work, but also could 
help the company turn the corner and 
modernize it at the same time. 

Looking for someone he could 
train, Bujtas turned to West Kentucky 
Community and Technical College for 
assistance. Five promising candidates 
toured the foundry and at the end of the

Discovery Park of America 
looks to educate and also 
revitalize the local economy

Discovery Park of America (DPA) could become a beacon shining in the 
night. With all the news of plant closings in the region, there is hope that 
the multimillion dollar, state of the art facility could bring a boost to a local 
economy badly in need of revitalization. 

There is also hope that the brain child financed primarily by the Robert E. 
and Jenny D. Kirkland Foundation will also draw more people to Hickman and 
Fulton County, Ky. The prediction is that the “Smithsonian-like” facility will 
draw 150,000 visitors. If this is true, the economic impact could trickle into not 
only northwest Tennessee, but Kentucky. 

More than 250 volunteers have worked for several years now to bring life 
and reality to Robert Kirkland’s hometown. “This area was a wonderful place 
to grow up,” says Robert Kirkland. “My family’s focus on education and hard 
work provided the foundation for my success. People here are hard-working 
and intelligent and deserve a great future. It was my goal to build a permanent 
venue to enhance education for children as well as adults and to do it in an 
entertaining way for all ages.” 

First and foremost, front and center, is Discovery Center, the 100,000 square 
foot building, built to hopefully stop traffic at 70 mph. Kirkland’s goal was for 
a design that was so unique and unexpected that it would arouse the curiosity 
of area residents and travelers along the newly constructed 1-69 and compel 
travelers to visit. 

The ultra-modern design looks near completion from the outside of the 
futuristic, ultra-modem looking structure, but many are on the inside of those 
asymmetrical walls adding new details each day. 

On the grounds of the 50-acre site, which was design by Ritchie Smith 
Associates, who worked with citizen committees, the gardens, farm life and 
gristmill are coming to life. They all work together to create a grand plan 
that bisects ponds and streams together, while also providing visitors with the 
perfect 1.5 mile walking track on DPA’s grounds. 

On a daily basis 100 to 150 workers are working feverishly throughout 
as the November 1 ribbon cutting event draws near. Just last week finishing 
pieces were being added to the 120-foot tower, which anchors the spaceship 
style facility. The tower contains glass sections that contain indoor and outdoor 
observation areas. 

On Wednesday, Aug. 21, Reelfoot Lake mallards were being hung from the 
ceiling at the opening of the region’s history exhibit. This area, designed by 
Vemer Johnson, Inc., an architecture firm in Boston, is just one gallery of

David Weatherly, Hickman- 
Fulton County Riverport 
Authority Director Greg Curlin 
and Port board member Lucas 
Goodman took part in the trip, 
with McTurner and Weatherly 
addressing the Commission. 

“I asked for additional 
funding for the rehab of the 
Lake No. 9 Pump Station,” 
stated Weatherly. 

McTurner requested support 
for the Delta Regional Authority

He pointed out that the small 
town is limited on funding 
and will need the grant to 
perform the needed electrical 
and mechanical work. “We 
are already seeking bids from 
contractors to give us an idea on 
the price of the rehab,” added 
McTurner. “If this DRA Grant 
request passes over one of your 
desks, please push it in the right 
direction for us.” 

McTurner also thanks the 
Army Corps of Engineers for 
the work they performed on the

Is University of Louisville 
becoming Kentucky’s Flagship 
U.? Cardinal football and bas¬ 
ketball have become a cash cow 
for ESPN. A New York Times 
article last week offered these 
items. 

• “UofL is on an upward 
trajectory. Even ESPN is talk¬ 
ing about us!” President James 
Ramsey told a gathering of do¬ 
nors. 

The NY Times: “What ESPN 
was not saying was that Louis¬ 
ville’s rise, both academically 
and athletically, was in large 
part the product of its partner¬ 
ship with the sports television 
giant. 

“Over the past dozen years, 
to feed its unending appetite for 
live football, ESPN has made 
Louisville Cardinals midweek 
games a mainstay in prime time. 
In turn, Louisville has made ex¬ 
posure on ESPN the centerpiece 
of a campaign to rise above its 
commuter-school roots and be¬ 
come a powerhouse in college 
sports. 

Tom Jurich: “If it wasn’t for 
ESPN, we would be a fraction 
of what we are today.”

day challenge with some saying 
they were meeting the challenge 
of eating beans daily. Sugges¬ 
tions and ideas that worked for 
some were also shared, provid¬ 
ing more ideas for everyone 
to utilize on their journey to a 
healthier you in 2013. 

Eating a serving of dried 
beans each day was the goal for 
some participants. Incorporat¬ 
ing beans into your daily diet is 
a good source of fiber and nu¬ 
trients to help participants feel 
satisfied. 

Others were working to add 
whole grains to their diet and 
Muscarella shared some find¬ 
ings after she visited local su¬ 
permarkets, Sav-A-Lot, E.W. 
James and Sons and Walmart. 
She pointed out healthy items 
that were available at all three 
locations, like 100% bread and 
whole wheat buns and whole 
grain oats. Low cost fresh sea¬ 
sonal vegetables and dried beans 
were also at all locations.

County jobless 
rate sits at 15.7% 

Unemployment rates 

decreased in 72 Kentucky 
counties between July 2012 and 
July 2013, while 42 county rates 
rose and six stayed the same, 
according to the Kentucky Office 
of Employment and Training, 
an agency of the Kentucky 
Education and Workforce 
Development Cabinet. 

Woodford County recorded 
the lowest jobless rate in the 
Commonwealth at 5.8 percent. It 
was followed by Fayette County, 

6.4 percent; Oldham County, 

6.5 percent; Scott County, 6.6 
percent; Carlisle County, 6.7 
percent; Jessamine and Simpson 
counties, 6.8 percent each; 
Daviess and Franklin counties, 

6.9 percent each, and Boone, 
Hancock and Owen counties, 7 
percent each. 

Harlan County recorded the 
state’s highest unemployment 
rate — 17.2 percent. It was 
followed by Leslie County, 

16.9 percent; Magoffin County, 
16.8 percent; Letcher County, 

16.3 percent; Fulton County, 
15.7 percent; Knott County, 
15 percent; Bell County, 14.5 
percent; Jackson County, 13.9 
percent; Wolfe County, 13.5 
percent; and McCreary County, 

13.4 percent. 

Unemployment statistics 
are based on estimates and are 
compiled to measure trends 
rather than actually to count 
people working. Civilian 
labor force statistics include 
non-military workers and 
unemployed Kentuckians who 
are actively seeking work. They 
do not include unemployed 
Kentuckians who have not 
looked for employment within 
the past four weeks. The 
statistics in this news release are 
not seasonally adjusted because 
of the small sample size for each 
county. The data should only be 
compared to the same month in 
previous years.

Travis shares her father’s rare find

Hickman Rotarian Kristy Tra¬ 
vis recalls the time her daugh¬ 
ters visited the Obion County 
Museum, viewing a mastodon 
skeleton. On 
Thursday, Aug. 

22, Travis shared 
an actual mast¬ 
odon tooth with 
Rotary club 
members. She 
pointed out that 
you can tell it is 
a tooth. “You can 
tell it is a tooth,” 
she said and 
members could 
be heard agree¬ 
ing with Travis. 

The one that Travis displayed 
was discovered by her dad Billy 
Powers, a former Goodyear 
employee, while he was trap¬ 
ping. “He came across it when 
he kicked something, stubbing 
his toe,” she said. “At first he 
thought it was a black rock.” 

At first he didn’t pick it up, 
but then his curiosity got the 
best of him, which led to his dis¬ 
covery of the tooth near a creek 
in Obion County, Tennessee. 

He did have it sent off to the 
proper authorities who con¬ 
firmed that it indeed was a mast¬ 
odon tooth. “He found it when I 
was 12 years old,” added Travis. 
“He never would tell where he 
found it because he didn’t want 
anyone to go excavating in the 
area tearing everything up.” 

Travis has encouraged her 
mother to donate it to Discovery 
Park of America. The tooth has 
been out of the ground for ap¬ 
proximately 26 years. She also 
noted that it is starting to decay 
because the longer it is out of its 
elements, it is aging. The value 
of an item like this is approxi¬ 
mately $300 to $500. 

Travis informed the group, 
3.75 million to six thousand 
years ago is when the mastodon 
were estimated to have been 
in this area wondering around. 
“Mastodons along with mam¬ 
moths and modem elephants are 
members of the proboscidean 
mammals,” she said. “Adults 
stood between eight to 10 feet 
at the shoulders and weighed 
between four to six ton.” 



It was also noted that their 
teeth had blunt cones, which 
she pointed out on the tooth her 
father found. “They probably 
used these to browse on herbs, 
shrubs and trees,” she added. 

“They disap¬ 
peared from 
North America 
as part of a 
mass extinc¬ 
tion widely pre¬ 
sumed to have 
been the result 
of a rapid cli¬ 
mate change.” 

The ice age 
and man hunt¬ 
ing them are 
also two more 
presumed fac¬ 
tors that could have contributed 
to their extinction, as well. “In 
1977 a unique find of a complete 
mastodon was made in Washing¬ 
ton state,” Travis noted. “They 
found an entire animal with a 
spear in it when it was being ex¬ 
cavated. It was hit with a spear 
and it lived and was found with 
the spear in its stomach.” 

The mastodon were most 
commonly found along the east¬ 
ern seaboard and an area imme¬ 
diately south of the Great Lakes. 
Females were smaller and their 
tusks were lighter and smaller 
than those of the males. 

Travis also shared noted dif¬ 
ferences between the mastodon 
and the mammoth. Other details 
shared include the fact that a 
baby of age six will already have 
had three sets of teeth, making it 
somewhat common for parts of 
teeth to be found as fossils in ar¬ 
eas the animals inhabited. 

“By 13 years of age another 
set of teeth emerges,” continued 
Travis. “Followed by a fifth set 
by age 27. The final set come in 
around 43 years of age, wearing 
away. 

“The animal eventually 
starves to death and dies on 
an average between 50 and 60 
years of age,” added Travis. 
“Interestingly the animals life is 
limited by the fact that after the 
sixth set no new teeth grow in to 
replace the final wore down set 
and the animal is no longer able 
to chew its food.”

the nine educational galleries 
in the three-level atrium that 
also features large dinosaur 
skeletons and other natural 
history exhibits. There is a mural 
on the wall depicting dinosaurs 
in their natural habitat, but the 
actual dinosaurs have not made 
their way to DPA, just yet. 

Other galleries in DPA’s 
Discovery Center include the 
following: 

• Military with a life-size 
plane, a PT-17 Stearman, and 
helicopter 

• Transportation with a 
display of cars and other 
vehicles, including W.C. Fields’ 
limousine 

• Native Americans with 
a hologram of a storytelling 
Native American 

• Science, Space & Technology 
featuring an interactive 
spaceship and a working model 
of the Gutenberg Press 

• Children’s Gallery with 
many hands on activities for 
children to draw knowledge 
from 

• Energy, Enlightenment - 
A Cabinet of Curiosities - the 
energy section will feature an 
interactive turbine 

• Natural History where 
dinosaur hall contains replicas 
of giant dinosaur skeletons 

Another attraction that looks 
very inviting in the regional 
history area is the theater that 
simulates the 1811-12 New 
Madrid earthquake. This 
quake reportedly had some of 
the most violent quakes ever 
measured in North America. 
The simulator was being tested 
last week and looks to deliver a 
real-life experience one might 
experience if living through an 
earthquake. 

The planetary tour that takes 
place on a 30-foot diameter 
270 degree curved screen in the 
Starship Theater will provide a 
new prospective into space life. 
During the experience visitors 
will feel they’re on the bridge 
of a spaceship, traveling the 
universe via a wrap-around 
screen showing real outer space 
images taped in the Hubble 
space craft. 

Another regional history 
attraction is a 20,000 gallon 
aquarium that reveals the 
underwater life of Reelfoot 
Lake, and a 50-foot replica of 
the human body that includes 
a fun 32-foot slide. This slide 
provides visitors with the 
opportunity to move from the 
main level to the lower level in 
one fellow swoop. 

DPA, with plans to employ up 
to 100 people (50 full time and 
50 part time) with volunteers, 
is meant to draw visitors in for 
more than an brief stop. ‘It’s not 
an hour show,” stated Kirkland. 
“It’s an all day experience. 
Everything about it will be first 
class and really, really nice.” 

With this being said, we have 
decided that we couldn’t do 
the facility justice in just one 
article, so we will be featuring 
a different part of DPA over the 
next several weeks, with our 
conclusion culminating with the 
ribbon cutting on November 1. 

Besides the Discovery Center, 
which Kirkland describes as a 
learning and teaching center, 
visitors can also feast their eyes 
upon the beautiful Japanese, 
European, and American 
gardens, two lakes. Freedom 
Square, The Great Lawn, Mill 
Ridge, a covered bridge, the 
Depot with a locomotive and 
various trains cars, the bam 
showcasing historic fanning 
equipment, The Chapel, and 
The Settlement. 

Next week’s sneak peak will 
be a bird’s eye view of Mill 
Ridge. 

“DPA is a gift to the people 
of this region and to anyone that 


values history, science, nature, 
and art,” says Jim Rippy, DPA 
board Chairman. “We are excited 
about next year’s opening and 


how it will influence education 
for people of all ages. DPA is a 
treasure for our region and will 
be for generations to come.” 


tour, two were interested. 

One, Jamie Madding, who 
saw the big picture was very 
interested. “I knew I wanted it 
after the tour,” he said. “I wanted 
to be the first one to shake his 
hand an introduce myself.” 

On a Saturday morning, 
Madding dressed in his 
interview finest, was greeted by 
Bujtas in his customary attire 
of shorts, loafers and socks 
that went all the way up to his 
knees. “He told me that I looked 
nice, but hoped I realized that 
I wouldn’t be wearing that to 
work each day, not at Bermag,” 
said Madding. 

A couple of days later, Bujtas 
offered Jamie the position and 
their business relationship, 
which would eventually turn 
into so much more began in late 
September 1996. 

“He was a tough teacher,” 
noted Madding about Bujtas. 
“After just two weeks he left me 
for a long weekend.” Looking 
back. Madding remembers a 
couple of things not going well, 
but he learned really fast. That 
long weekend pushed Madding 
to the realization that he was 
going to have to learn quick or 
Bujtas might find someone else 
to do it. 

Soon computers were 
integrated into the company and 
then Madding’s, fiance, Krisi 
also joined the fold. “She started 
in November 1996,” Madding 
noted. “Her background was in 
accounting, but she soon learned 
that her love was working with 
children and she didn’t stay 
more than a year.” 

But Jamie, he stuck with it 
and after two and a half years 
and lots of trial and tribulations, 
he began to officially run the 
company. 

From time to time the topic 
of Madding eventually buying 
Bujtas would come up, but 
the conversations were often 
vague. 

“It felt good that Andy, who 
was like another grandparent 
to me, believed in me,” said 
Madding. “That is why I wanted 
it in the first place, my goal 
from the beginning was to run 
the company and possibly own 
it one day.” 

Knowing that nothing in life 
is certain the two drew up an 
agreement that would provide 
Madding with the first option 
to purchase the company in the 
event something happened to 
Andy. “We didn’t know it at the 
time, but it was good that we did 
that,” stated Jamie. “In 2004, 
Andy became very sick.” 

The strong willed Andy 
would succumb to his sickness 
on August 29,2004 on a Sunday 
afternoon. 

Not long after, the negotiations 
for Madding to purchase B ermag 
began. “It was a complicated 
process,” explained Madding. 
“I was negotiating with six 
people instead of one.” It was a 
long drawn out affair, without it 
meaning to happen that way. 

It is worth noting that Bermag 
Corporation became Bermag 
Industries, exactly one year later 
on August 29, 2005.

It was suggested to Madding 
to start a new business, but after 
careful consideration and much 
praying, Madding kept the name 
for the first part. This also meant 
keeping the business located in 
Hickman. 

“I wanted to keep the company 
pretty much the way that it was,” 
Madding said thoughtfully. 
“Many customers had a long 
history with Bermag and even 
though they dealt with me most 
of the time and not Andy by that 
point, I thought I should keep it 
the way it was.” 

“Time sure does fly,” he said 
realizing just Monday that it 
was not only B ermag’s 8th 
anniversary under his ownership, 
but Bermag’s 20th anniversary 
in Hickman, as well. 

“Just like all business, we 
have had our ups and downs,” 
Madding admitted. “When the 
economy tanked in 2009, it hurt 
us.”

A struggling economy 
affects businesses like Bermag 
adversely because engineers 
don’t spend a lot of money 
on new designs. New product 
development decreases when 
extra funds become scarce. 

Through it all, Madding 
has remained as loyal to his 
employees as possible. “As a 
business owner you don’t like to 
lay off people, especially good 
people,” he said. “You rely on 
them and they rely on you.” 

Madding has established a 
good relationship with not only 
his customers and his employees 
but also his back and God.

“It put me closer to work and 
Krisi, who helps us out part- 


time, is also closer,” he said. 
“I absolutely love what I do,” 
he said. “When we make new 
parts we get to be the first eyes, 
ears, fingers to handle the parts 
before anyone else in the public 
gets to see it. That’s the exciting 
part of what our family here at 
Bermag gets to be a part of and 
it is happening in the wonderful 
city of Hickman.”
